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Long Controversy Over Jurisdig- 
tion of Rail Board Is to 
Be Settled 


BROTHERHOOD HEADS’ STAND 


Conference oe Opposing Parties 
Will Be Called at an Early 


Date in Future 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 8.—Peace- 
ful settlement of the controversy he- 
tween the Southern Pacific Company 


and enginemen in its employ was in- 
dicated tonight when company of- 
ficials receded from their former 
stand and agreed to a joint confer- 
ence with the heads of the railroad 
brotherhoods. 

Announcement of the completion of 
the strike ballot showing 96. per 
cent of the men in favor of giving 
authority to the union officials to 
call a strike, if found necessary, was 
made early yesterday by L. G. Grif- 
fing, grand chief engineer of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and D. B. Robertson, president of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
ginemen and Firemen, who have been 
in San Francisco for several weeks. 

William Sproule, presdent of the 
Southern Pacific Company issued a 
statement on receipt of this infor- 
mation, saying: 

The representatives of the employes 
in engine service have asked for a 
joint conference and answer has 
been given that this is agreeable 
to the companies at an early and 
convenient date. 

No indication was 
brotherhood heads 
when negotiations 
Robertson and Griffing refused to 
comment on the statement of the 
company and would venture no op- 
inion as to whether such action was 
acceptable. 

The action of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company brings to an end a 
controversy of long standing over 
the rights of the employes and the 
companies to confer while the mat- 
ter was in the hands of the United 
States Railroad Labor Board. 

The brotherhood heads have taken 
the view, despite the recent award 
of an increase in wages my the 
board, that jurisdiction was assum- 
ed illegally by the government body. 
They claim that they had never sub- 
mitted their case to the tribunal, 
and hence no decision could be made 
and jurisdiction could not be allow- 
ed. 

Officials of the Southern Pacific 
and its affiliated railroads have 
claimed that the action of the board 
in passing upon the case automat- 
ically took the matter out of their 
hands, and hence no_ conference 
could be held between the two part-

Earnings of 


State Told by 


St. Treasurer 


State Treasurer Charles G. Johnson 
Ce that the earnings of his 
office for the past two years have 


exceeded those of the preceding two 
years by $515,142.75, During this 
period he has collected $1,659,476.99 
from. state funds deposited in state 
banks, This amount is $759,476.99 
greater than the estimate of the 
State Board of Equalization of the 
earnings derived from state deposits. 

In the month of May, 1924, the 
interest earned was $95,766.06, which 
Was an increase of approximately 
$25,000 over May, 1922. 

Treasurer Johnson states that un- 
der his policy of allocating funds to 
rural banks, the inactive moneys of 
the state stimulate production and 
industry and. become a gigantic in- 
fluence for new development by pro- 
viding financial aid through the jJocal 


bank to every farmer and grower 
in California. 
Some idea of the magnititude of 


the state’s business may be derived 
from the money handled by State 
Treasurer Johnson. In two days 
the Treasurer's office paid warrants 
aggregating $15,000,000. The total 
receipts from July 1, 1922 to June 
30, 1924, amounted to $186,612,976.56. 
In the same period the treasurer 
paid out $188,825,189.24, The volume 
of business in his office has increas- 
ed 150 percent over that transactea 
in 1915 and 1916. By the applica- 
tion of modern business methods the 
treasurer states that the work of the 
office: has been so systematized that 
the office force has not\ been in- 
 <reasea The personnel of the of- 
fice is less than the average branch 
bank. : 

State taxes paid in this present 
j biennum exceed those paid in the 
vrecedimz two years by $9,412,083.19. 
The treasurer's office has collected 
$65,837.485.41 from more than 25,000 
_ecrporations during the ‘past two 
years. In addition to corvoration 
‘taxes, the State treasurer has col- 
lected the oil protection tax amount- 
ing to $404,886.94, .. The. gasoline. tax, 
created by the 4 Législature. 
yielded $5,996.577.30 fdr the period

tablished at the beginning of the 
present biennium, has been the sub- 
ject of much discussion throus;hout 
the state, and has been received in 
the spirit in which it was issued — 
that of heipfulness in presenting to 
the people the complex problem of 
state finances. The General Fund 
Control’ Ledger was established in 
an effort to modernize the methods 
used in the Controller's office, and 
to furnish the people and the Leg- 
islature with an exact statement of 
where the state stands financially. 
So many statemnts had been made 
and from so many sources that con-

fusion had arisen as to. the exact 
facts, anc, in order to clear up this 
confusion as much as_ possible, a 


preliminary balance was struck from 
the new General Fund Control Led- 
ge ras of November 1st. This bal- 
ance will not be materially changed 


from now on, so that, for popular 
purposes, the figures then issued 
will stand. A new balance will e 
furnished the Legislature when it 
meets, and as often thereafter as 
mav be required. 

This balance is of the General 


Fund only and does not include any 
of the special funds that are created 
by statute or constitution and which 
are used for a special purpose such 
as the motor vehicle and gasoline 
faxes and some others. The. ordi- 
nary operating charges are against 
the General Fune, which is raised 
from certain specific sources, the 
main one of which is the Corpora- 
tion Franchise Tax, the rates of 
which are fixed by what is known 
as the King Tax Bill. There are, 
however, some other sources of rev- 
enue such as the Inheritance Tax 
and certain fees that aer paid into 
the General Fund. An effort was 
made by the last legislature to have 
all fees turned into the General 
Fund and have all departments sup- 
ported by appropriations from that 
fund, but this was only partly suc- 
cessful. The result of the decisions 
of the Supreme Court in the various 
uits brought over these efforts will 
be discussed in the biennial report 
of the State Controller, 

As state expenses mounted and 
taxation increased a tendency devel- 
ope® to raise revenue by special 
methods and apply it to special pur- 
poses. An example of this is the 
present motor vehicle and gasoline 
tax. This is collected directly from 
a certain part of the community 
and is applied to a use that is par- 
ticularly for that part of the com- 
munity. It does not go through the 
yeneral Fund, and yet the purpose 
for which it is expended should cer- 
tainly be included in the cest of 
government. 

To properly show the cost of giv- 
ernment an entirely new table has 
been prepared for the, forthcoming 
repotr of the State Controller to 
the Governor and the Legislature. 
This table has been entitled, “State- 
ment Showing the Cost of Govern- 
ment for the Seventy-fifth Fiscal 
Year ending June 30, 1924, by De- 
partments ane Functions.” 

It would be impossible to go back 
into past years and make an accu- 
rate table of the cost of past govern- 
ments for the purpose of compari- 
son, but an effort has been made to 
eliminate from the figures of former 
years such items as do not enter 
into the actual cost of government, 
and a very fair approximation has 
been secured for fourteen years 
prior to the Seventy-fifth year, which 
latter is absolute and in detail.
